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Phelps School Gets Full-Day Kindergarten

“I want to go to Rensselaer Polytechnical Institute 
in Troy, New York, carrying a dual major in computer 
science and physics,” Jim said. 

Such a major would allow Jim to teach physics, 
work in a lab as a physicist, or follow many other pro¬ 
fessional directions, such as working at N.A.S.A. 
(National Aeronautics and Space Administration) or at 
the J.P.L. (Jet Propulsion Lab). 

Some 15,000 to 16,000 semifinalists are selected 
each year and from these, 7,900 Merit Scholarship 
winners are chosen. The announcements will be sent 
to the recipients at their homes sometime in March. 

Jim is the son of Thomas W. and Joanne W. 
Wisniewski of Agawam. 

Meagher pointed out that this a prestigious award.

Surrounded by confusion from several committee 
members, the Agawam School Committee voted to 
accept a resolution to establish a full-day kindergarten 
class at Phelps School Tuesday, Feb. 27. 

However, the vote may prove unnecessary if a res¬ 
olution that was defeated last month due to a tie 
resurfaces and passes. 

On Jan. 23 a proposal of adding four full-day 
kindergarten classrooms, including one at Phelps, 
was defeated in a 3-3 tie. School Committee member 
Susan Dawson, who said she would have voted in 
favor of the proposal, was unable to attend the meet¬ 
ing due to a death in the family. Had she been pres¬ 


ent, the proposal would have moved forward. 

While discussing the Phelps School resolution, 
Mrs. Dawson said she wondered where that first pro¬ 
posal disappeared to, adding that it should have 
resurfaced on the agenda after a special meeting Feb. 
8 when discussion on the topic ended when Mrs. 
Dawson called for adjournment. 

“My concern is that this came forward [the Phelps 
resolution] for approval and in the midst of this we let 
the other three proposed classrooms go,” Mrs. 
Dawson said. “I’m not comfortable with the way this 
has come about. I think we have let down a lot of peo-

pie who are concerned about full-day kindergarten. 

“What are we going to do about it? We’re out of 
order again - somebody has to get it right here." 

Member Linda Galarneau pointed out that the rea¬ 
son the Phelps resolution was on the agenda was 
because School Superintendent Dr. Frank Ameruoso 
said at the Jan. 23 meeting that despite what decision 
was made about the other classrooms, he would put 
the Phelps classroom in the budget. 

Currently, Phelps is the only elementary school 
without a full-day kindergarten class.

Agawam Taxpayers Are 
Entitled To Some Answers 

To The Editor: 


In the two terms I have served on the council, I 
have never had a Charter Objection until the last 
meeting. I would like to give you my reasons. We 
were all elected by the citizens of Agawam to render 
our opinions as it relates to Agawam. I do not feel that 
having a lottery to fill a post as important as a vacant 
council position is good for the Town of Agawam. I do 
not feel that TR-2001-3 is legal under our town 
Charter. 

The best way to describe my concerns regarding 
TR-2001-3 is by way of a simple example. When Kent 
Servis passed away last year, the council was faced 
with filling his vacancy under Section 2-6(a) of the 
Charter. Section 2-6(a) says, “The Town Council 
shall by majority vote elect a suitable person to fill 
the seat for the balance of the unexpired term.” 

Two candidates initially emerged to fill Councilor 
Servis' seat. The council conducted numerous roll call 
votes and each candidate received five votes (less 
than the majority vote required by the Charter). If 
rule 13(a) were in place, as called for in TR-2001-3, 
the Council Clerk would then draw names of three 
councilors at random, who would then vote a commit¬ 
tee to break the tie. This means that each candidate 
would still have five votes and the declared winner 
would have the vote of the committee breaking the 
deadlock. 

It sounds good, except that the declared winner 
would still not have a majority vote of the council as 
required by section 2-6(a) of the Charter. For exam¬ 
ple, if candidate A and candidate B each received five 
votes from the council and then the committee is 
formed under Rule 13-A. Assume the committee then 
votes 2-1 or 3-0 in favor of candidate A. Candidate A 
would be declared the winner, but they still do not 
have a majority vote as required by the Charter. Five 
votes plus a committee vote does not equal the 
required majority vote under the Charter. 

Some of the other questions left open with TR- 


When a motor vehicle is budgeted for a depart¬ 
ment (police) and doesn’t end up in that department, 
then Agawam taxpayers are entitled to answers. 

Councilor Rossi sought only the truth in this matter, 
but was rebuked by Mayor Cohen, who said Rossi’s 
inquiry was nothing more than election year politics. 
Cohen’s attitude exhibits a total lack of respect not 
only for Councilor Rossi, but also the council as a 
whole. 

Imagine how Cohen would feel if his proposed 
AHS library expansion or his support of a full-day 
kindergarten program was labeled by the council as 
nothing more than an election year ploy to aid 
Cohen’s re-election. 

A simple inquiry and suddenly we have a Police 
Chief not talking, a Mayor saying he did nothing ille¬ 
gal, and a council being tasked with an investigation 
to find out who swapped (or swiped) the car. Rossi 
has obviously struck a nerve. 

The question of legality remains to be answered, 
but the action certainly qualifies as a sleazy maneu¬ 
ver and sleazy maneuvers aren’t justified by whether 
they are legal or not. 

The fact remains that a new car allocated for the 
troops (detective bureau) wound up in the generals’ 
(mayor + police chief) hands. 

Why all the fuss some ask? It’s at least a matter of 
principle and maybe a matter of taw. \f our 
Superintendent needed a new car, would he make a 
presentation to our School Committee asking them 
for money to buy books and then use that money to 
buy himself a car? I think not. If the Mayor or our 
Police Chief needed a new car, then they should ask 
for one. Why the need for a charade? 

Mayor Cohen should stop playing games and start 
providing answers.

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Modular Classrooms 
Proposed For 
Clark School

The Agawam School Committee will vote at its next 
meeting to accept a resolution allowing the Lower 
Pioneer Valley Education Collaborative (LPVEC) to 
open two modular classrooms at Clark School for 
special needs students. 

The classrooms will hold a total of 12 students who 
have severe disabilities, including autism. Seven of 
the students are Agawam residents and the other five 
are from surrounding towns. 

The children are currently preschool students. 

"These students are at an age group coming 
through the system when they would have to leave to 
go to another district for services,” said Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen. “These classrooms would allow us 
to meet their needs and keep the children in the com¬ 
munity.” 

Agawam Schools Superintendent Dr. Frank 
Ameruoso said the cost to the town will be nominal 
since the LPVEC will incur most of the financial 
responsibilities. This will save Agawam more than 
$300,000. “If we sent these students out of district it 
would cost us about half a million dollars per year,” 
Ameruoso said. 

The classrooms will be a little different than others 
in the area, Ameruoso said. These classrooms will be 
models and will look more like a home than a typical 
classroom. 

“These children will learn life skills as well as aca¬ 
demics,” Cohen said. "It’s exciting, financially feasible 
and allows the children to stay in the city." 

Ameruoso said that if the town could afford it, the 
classrooms would already be in place. Currently, 
many other Agawam students who are pervasively 
affected by disabilities are schooled in other districts. 

Cohen credits Special Education Director Michael 
Ponte, among others, with helping bring the class¬ 
rooms to Agawam. “Mike Ponte nas done a good job 
coming up with these kinds of creative new ideas,” 
Cohen said."

Speed Phone Service 
For Handicapped 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that she has filed 
legislation to require all providers of local, residential 
telephone service to install phone service within 24 
hours, or make a reasonable alternate accommoda¬ 
tion, for all handicapped individuals. 

"For handicapped individuals, barriers to phone 
service can be life-threatening,” said Melconian. 
“Because disabled and handicapped individuals often 
have complex medical needs, they are more likely to 
suffer a medical emergency that requires immediate 
attention. Without phone service, they may be help¬ 
less.” 

Currently, no procedure exists for a disabled indi¬ 
vidual to receive expedited phone service in the 
Commonwealth, and the wait for installation of local 
phone service can be as long as 10 days. Immediate 
phone service is especially important for disabled 
individuals. 

Not only do these individuals rely on the phone for 
prompt medical attention, it is also a vital link to the 
outside world. The phone is invaluable in securing 
food and other necessities, and may be the individ¬ 
ual’s sole means of contact with friends or relatives. 

The bill uses the definition of handicap found in the 
anti-discrimination statutes of the General Laws and 
contains a penalty of $1,000 for any individual who 
claims to be handicapped in order to gain immediate 
telephone services. 

“It is vital that handicapped individuals be able to 
contact the outside world as quickly as possible," said 
Melconian. “This bill will make it easier for them to live 
normal, independent lives.”

Retailers must apply 
for an annual permit from the Agawam Board of 
Health to sell tobacco products. Retailers must 
post a copy of M.G.L. 270, Sec. 6 pertaining to the 
sale of tobacco products to minors at all cash reg- 


Out of package sales of tobacco products are pro¬ 
hibited as are self-service displays and free sam¬ 
ples. 

Penalties for sales to minors are progressive 
with each violation within one calendar year. 
Penalties range from $100 for the first offense to 
license suspension for the third offense. Penalties 
for other subsections of the regulation will result 
in a fine of $100 per day per violation. Violations 
may be penalized by means of the non-criminal 
method of disposition.

WHEREAS, the Town of Agawam Zoning Code 
ARTICLE VII Agricultural District, Section 180-37, 
entitled permitted uses, allows for specific, per¬ 
mitted uses of land in an agricultural district; and 
WHEREAS, use of land for parking and parking 
lots in an agricultural district are currently not 
permitted uses; and 

WHEREAS, the Town of Agawam Zoning Code 
ARTICLE I, Section 180-2 B. does not contain a 
definition of Amusement Parks; 

WHEREAS, allowance of the use of land in an 
agricultural district for parking and parking lots 
may alleviate or reduce traffic problems, parking 
problems and on-street parking, and may improve 
and enhance public safety; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interest of the Town 
of Agawam to amend the Zoning Code of the 
Town of Agawam by adding to Section 180-37 F. 
and defining Amusement Parks; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
AGAWAM CITY COUNCIL AS FOLLOWS: 

That the Zoning Code of the Town of Agawam 
be amended by adding Section 180-37 F. to read 
as follows: 

Section 180-37. Permitted Uses. 

F. Off-street parking for twenty-four (24) hours 
or less for motor vehicles when the use is an 
accessory to an existing conforming amusement 
park containing at least three (3) acres of land 
adjacent to agriculturally zoned land and by 
Special Permit. 

And that the Zoning Code of the Town of 
Agawam be amended by adding to Section 180-2 
B. the definition for Amusement Park to read as 
follows: 

Section 180-2 B. 

AMUSEMENT PARK - A commercially operated 
park with a predominance of outdoor games and 
activities for entertainment including shows or 
riding devices, games of skill or chance, or any 
combination of shows, riding devices, water 
slides, miniature golf, batting cages, or any com¬ 
bination of several enterprises, such as revolving 
wheels, merry-go-rounds, giant swings, panora¬ 
mas, musical and theatrical entertainments, or 
riding devices, whether carried on, engaged in or 
conducted as one enterprise or by several con¬ 
cessionaires, and whether an admission fee is 
charged for admission to all such shows for 
entertainments, or separate fee for admission is 
charged for each amusement.

Completes Marathon 
For Cancer Research 

Local Realtor Carmella Marzano of Agawam 
trained in 18-degree weather this winter to run a race 
to fight cancer, all the while facing a personal chal¬ 
lenge. 

On February 4th, Mrs. Marzano ran in the Mardi 
Gras Marathon in New Orleans as part of a team rais¬ 
ing money for The Leukemia & Lymphona Society. 
Mrs. Marzano is a Realtor with Coldwell Banker 
Keenan & Molta Associates. “We’re proud of 
Carmella’s achievements both in the fight against 
cancer and in her real estate work,” said Robert P. 
Molta, President of Coldwell Banker Keenan & Molta 
Associates.Marzano’s manager in the Agawam office, 
Barry Boccasile, echoes that feeling. “She sets a 
great example for her co-workers as a Realtor and as 
a person.” 

Mrs. Marzano was used to walking five or six miles 
a day for exercise, but she decided to run in the half¬ 
marathon, a 13.1 mile race. In order to achieve this 
goal, she became part of the Team in Training, a 
group of other new runners preparing for the race. 
Each runner was paired up with a coach and was 
required to raise $2,850. “That was harder than run¬ 
ning," said Mrs. Marzano, who thanks her friends and 
family for their overwhelming support.Her coach hap¬ 
pened to be her daughter, Maryanne. The training 
included running four to six miles a day, and then one 
long run a week of more than nine miles. 

Marzano was among more than 400 runners on 
the Team in Training who raised $1.3 million for can¬ 
cer research. This money adds to an aggressive 
research campaign which will provide grants totaling 
$67.5 million to nine teams of scientists who will map 
genes and develop new approaches to leukemia, 
lymphoma, and myeloma. Together, these diseases 
kill an estimated 65,000 Americans each year.

The Global Positioning System (GPS) is changing the way we work, 
travel, and play. Using the signals from multiple satellites, an inexpensive 
GPS receiver can compute your location anywhere in the world. Using the 
information can help a lost hiker return to camp, enable a driver to locate a 
house in a strange city, or guide commercial fishermen back to the place of 
a big catch. In a very real sense, it is "guidance from above." 

But it helps only the person who believes the information and acts on it.

Common Temptations... 


During Lent, some people intentionally experience 
temptation. They are tempted by the things they have 
deliberately deprived themselves of for the Lenten 
season. It may be that they have deprived themselves 
of some favorite food or a favorite activity. One person 
I know actually gave up swearing for Lent! It seems it 
takes all kinds... 

For those people who do not follow the practice of 
giving up something for Lent, such behavior might 
seem odd. However, the idea behind Lenten depriva¬ 
tions may very well have originated with an experi¬ 
ence which Jesus had, shortly after He was baptized 
by John the Baptist. 

When Jesus returned from the Jordon River, 
the power of the Holy Spirit was with Him, and the 
Spirit led Him into the desert. For forty days Jesus 
was tested by the devil, and during that time He 
went without eating. When it was all over, He was 
hungry. The devil said to Jesus, "If you are God's 
Son, tell this stone to turn into bread.” Jesus 
answered, "The Scriptures say, ‘No one can live 
only on food. Then the devil led Jesus up to a 
high place and quickly showed Him all the nations 
on earth. "I will give all this power and glory to 
you. It has been given to me, and I can give it to 
anyone I want to. Just worship me, and you can 
have it all.” Jesus answered, "The Scriptures say, 
‘Worship the Lord your God and serve Him only!'” 

Finally, the devil took Jesus to Jerusalem and 
had Him stand on top of the Temple. The devil 
said, "If you are God’s Son, jump off. The 
Scriptures say, ‘God will tell His angels to take 
care of you. They will catch you in their arms, and 
you will not hurt your feet on the stones.’” Jesus 
answered, "The Scriptures also say, ‘Don't try to 
test the Lord your God!”’ After the devil had fin¬ 
ished testing Jesus in every way possible, he left 
Him for a while. 

The devil tried to tempt Jesus with three tempta¬ 
tions with which we may be able to identify. That 


tempted in the same way that everyone else is 
tempted; it also says there is nothing new under 
the sun. It also promises, and now that Jesus has 
suffered and was tempted, He can help anyone 
else who is tempted. 

The first thing the devil tried to tempt Jesus to do 
was to cravenly provide for His own needs. There is 
nothing wrong with attending to one’s needs, so long 
as we keep our perspectives clear. One of God’s 
names is Jehovah Jireh, which means“Goc/ provides.” 
God wants us to keep in mind, and to appreciate, that 
every good and perfect gift comes down from the 
Father who created all the lights in heaven. That 
stands in stark contrast to the mantra of the world, 
which says we should get ahead at all cost in this dog- 
eat-dog world; where did that idea come from? 

Jesus said, "Don’t worry and ask yourselves, 
‘Will we have anything to eat? Will we have any¬ 
thing to drink? Will we have any clothes to wear?’ 
Only people who don’t know God are always wor¬ 
rying about such things. Your Father in heaven 
knows that you need all of these. But more than 
anything else, put God’s work first and do what He 
wants. Then the other things will be yours as 
well.” In other words, trust in God’s love rather than 
your own ability. 

Then the devil tried to get Jesus to focus His affec¬ 
tions on the things of this world, even though the Bible 
warns us that this world as we know it is passing 
away. Jesus asks us, “What good is it for a person 
to gain the whole world, yet forfeit his soul?” A 
bumper sticker promises that “He who dies with the 
most toys wins.” That’s not true; they die just as empty 
handed as the poorest of the poor. The world lies 
when it says, “you can have it all.” The Bible says, we 
didn’t bring anything into this world, and we won’t 
take anything with us when we leave. 

Perhaps the meaning of the third temptation of the 
devil was that he was trying to get Jesus to equate a 
life of faith with a reckless and irresponsible disregard 
for life and well being. Those who blindly put their faith 
in what other people tell them to do or think are abdi¬ 
cating their responsibilities; only God deserves that 
kind of reverence and submission. 

Living a life of faith in God, and trying to obey Him, 
is neither reckless nor irresponsible. It is the most 
rational thing we can do, even though we’ll not always 
be sure of the way we should go. But if we honestly 
seek to live lives that are pleasing to God we do not 
have to fear; because God can be trusted not to let

Buying A Home Can 
Be Dangerous Business 

Buying a home is likely the most important pur¬ 
chase that people make in their lifetimes. 

Surprisingly, most people know little about the legal 
relationship and duties among the parties involved in 
the purchase of residential real estate. This dearth of 
knowledge can have dire consequences for the unin¬ 
formed. 

No Duty To Disclose Defects 

Massachusetts homeowners who sell their homes 
generally are not liable for bare non-disclosure of 
defects in circumstances where there is no inquiry by 
a prospective buyer. 

In fact, in its most recent decision on this issue, the 
Supreme Judicial Court stated that “a seller of prop¬ 
erty is not under any obligation to disclose defects to 
a buyer in the absence of a fiduciary duty.” 

In one case, the Court refused to rule for the plain¬ 
tiffs although the sellers knew that their home was 
infected with termites and failed to disclose this fact to 
the buyers. The buyers did not ask the sellers about 
the presence of termites and the sellers remained 
silent regarding the termite situation. The buyers dis¬ 
covered extensive termite damage only after moving 
into their new home. 

The Court based its decision on the “long-standing 
rule of nonliability for bare nondisclosure." 

Exception To General Rule of Caveat Emptor 

Massachusetts courts have continued to recognize 
misrepresentation and fraud claims where an unwit¬ 
ting buyer was induced through fraud or misrepresen¬ 
tation to purchase residential real estate. 

The SJC recognizes that fraud and misrepresenta¬ 
tion are wholly separate from bare nondisclosure. 

In one case, the seller of a converted multi-family 
home advertised the home to the public as a multi¬ 
family home. In fact, the home was only zoned as a 
one-family, but this fact was never revealed to the 
buyers, who relied on the seller’s representations and 
advertisements in purchasing what they believed was 
a multi-fami/y home. 

The Court opined that if a seller “does speak with 
reference to a given point of information, voluntary or 
at the other’s request, he is bound to speak honestly 
and to divulge all material facts bearing upon the point 
that lie within his knowledge. Fragmentary information 
may be as misleading...as active misrepresentation, 
and half-truths may be as actionable as whole lies...” 

Based on this reasoning, the Court found in favor 
of the plaintiff on a misrepresentation claim, even 
though the parties never expressly discussed the 
number of legally zoned units. The Court determined 
that the seller’s actions in advertising the property as 
a multi-family and similar actions were sufficient to 
constitute actionable misrepresentation. 

Additionally, Massachusetts imposes no independ¬ 
ent legal duty on a buyer of real estate to investigate 
whether the seller is attempting to defraud the buyer 
through use of misrepresentations. 

Massachusetts courts have repeatedly stated that 
the recipient of a fraudulent misrepresentation of fact 
is justified in relying on its truth, even though the 
recipient might have ascertained the falsity of the rep¬ 
resentation through investigation.

Such programs, which are available through 
most financial institutions, allow you to pay bills via 
telephone or the Internet. You can also arrange to 
have bills which you pay regularly (such as your mort¬ 
gage, loan payments, insurance, and utilities) deduct¬ 
ed automatically from your checking or savings 
account.

Article 16 

Question: I filed a divorce hearing date several 
months ago, but my attorney tells me that I will not be 
assigned a hearing date until I take a parenting class. 
My children are 16 and 14. Is this class really neces¬ 
sary? 

Answer: Yes, as per Standing Order 1-97, Parent 
Education Program Attendance: 

1. The Probate Court “finds that the interests of the 
minor children of parties appearing before it would be 
well served by educating their parents about chil¬ 
dren’s emotional needs and the effects of divorce on 
child behavior and development.” 

2. Therefore, all parties to any action for divorce in 
which there are minor children shall attend and par¬ 
ticipate in an approved Parent Education Program. 

3. Attendance at an approved program is now 
mandatory for parties to divorce unless waived by the 
court. 

4. “Waivers will only be granted upon a demon¬ 
strable showing of chronic and severe violence which 
negates safe parental communication; language bar¬ 
riers; institutionalization or other unavailability of a 
party; failure of the other party to complete a program; 
or where justice otherwise indicates.” 

5. The court may even impose sanctions for non- 
attendance. 

6. The parties shall each pay $50 to the program in 
advance of the seminar; the reduced fee is $5. 

7. The Parent Education Programs include infor¬ 
mation that: 

a) “validates and acknowledges an adult’s emo¬ 
tional stages in the divorce process; 

b) identifies children’s needs in the divorce process 
with attention to the child’s developmental stages; 

c) examines parental behavior as it impacts upon 
their child (both positive and negative); 

d) explores constructive conflict management and 
dispute resolution methods; 

e) provides practical suggestions for effective co¬ 
parenting; 

f) delineates the legal and economic responsibili¬ 
ties of parents to their child; 

g) provides parents with information about avail¬ 
able community resources.” 

So, it is wise that you sign up now and deliver to 
the court your yellow Parent Education Certificate so 
that a court date will be assigned to you. _

Hockey & Spinal Injuries 


A recent article in The Back Letter commented 
about the number of injuries in ice hockey, at both the 
professional and non-professional levels. A recent 
study found 243 major spinal traumatic injuries in 
Canadian ice hockey from 1996-1999. That study and 
other studies suggest that most injuries in ice hockey, 
spinal and otherwise, stem from checking, boarding, 
and pushing from behind. 

The 243 spinal injuries were fractures or disloca¬ 
tions of the spine sustained to a person playing ice 
hockey. Sixty-three of these injuries involved com¬ 
plete loss of motor function below the level of the frac¬ 
ture/dislocation. Six players died as a result of their 
spinal trauma. The median age of the injured players 
in this study was 17. 

One hundred sixty-six injuries occurred during 
organized games and the remainder during practice 
and pick-up games. 

A push or check from behind accounted for 40% of 
the 184 cases, where the cause of the injury was 
known. Seventy-seven percent of injuries were due to 
impact with the boards. Impact between players 
accounted for 16% of spinal injuries. 

Fifty-two percent of injuries occurred in Ontario, 
9% in Quebec. It is interesting to note that body 
checking is outlawed at the peewee level in Quebec, 
but not Ontario. 

There appears to be a need to make hockey a 
safer sport. One step would be to make board checks 
and checks from behind illegal. If your child is inter-

These past several weeks, I have been sharing 
my story about the life of my second child. This is 
a story I began writing several years ago and con¬ 
tinue to write today. I hope to share our story, in 
chapter form, over the next couple of months. 
Last week, in part I of 4 of Chapter 4, I described 
how the staff at Hartford Hospital informed me of 
her diagnosis, Epstein’s malformation, which indi¬ 
cated surgery to repair her heart defect. The chal¬ 
lenge was before me to face myself with Julia as 
we were finally able to be alone with one another. 

Chapter 4- (Part 2 of 4) 

THE OPERATION - The Call 
• Julia was free to be picked up and held. The cords 
monitoring her condition allowed a good enough 
extension so that I could prop her up in my arms, sup¬ 
ported by a soft pillow. We glided together in the rock¬ 
ing chair for nearly two hours or so. I marveled in the 
comfort I provided. My soft, delicate touch and voice 
were acknowledged and visible to Julia. She opened 
her eyes briefly to see who it was, giving her so much 
loving. 

“It’s me, Julia. It's Daddy," I whispered. We soon 
realized that the sunlight and glare from the neighbor¬ 
ing window were too much for her delicate eyes. So 
we rearranged our little corner space to reveal a sight 
I will never forget. Julia and I were captivated in seem¬ 
ingly endless, uninterrupted staring, as lovers do into 
the other, as if actually visiting who the other is. Her 
bright blue eyes captured my gaze once before, but 
this time no one else was around. It was just the two 
of us. I received from and gave to Julia affirmation, 
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nurturing, tender touch, softness, visibility, and con¬ 
nection unlike any I remember ever experiencing in 
my life. 

You see, I grew up the middle child of six children. 

I do not have many memories much before the age of 
12.1 can’t speak first-hand as to whether or not I actu¬ 
ally received this type of love offering and affection in 
my early years. I am told upon request, “Of course you 
did!” However, the unfamiliarity experienced or per¬ 
haps the depth of intimacy between Julia and I lead 
me to wonder if, in fact, I received much (if any) of the 
available love and affection that went around to six 
children. I know I received something somewhere 
along the line in those early years, and for this I am 
grateful. 

Shortly before my 13th birthday, I left home with a 
number of other neighborhood boys to attend a high 
school seminary for religious formation to become a 
Catholic priest. It was located some 500 miles from 
home. It was here that I began to first realize (as I later 
in life came to more fully appreciate), namely, what the 
messages were that were given me from my family 
about what my (family) identity and role was and what 
“family membership” entailed. I learned from both my 
birth family and my “religious" family that membership 
has its privileges, as well as having serious costs 
attached. 

To be a privileged family member in my family, I 
was (am) to be "dopey Danny” - branded incompetent 
by them, despite how “successful” I appeared in the 
outside world. It seemed that my role Gob) was to do 
well “out there” and not in the home, but the cost to 
me was to somehow always make sure I felt badly 
about whatever I achieved. My privilege was to never 
own what I had achieved. Instead of owning what was 
mine to possess, I was to give away my sense of 
accomplishment to anyone, so long as I never got too 
close to really “owning” my own worth. 

The cost to me, for this type of systemic dilemma, 
was to go around living a life that found a way of never 
being able to feel good about who I am or could 
become. One danger attached to questioning my fam- 
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ily role (this sense of how I “should" see and know 
myself) was that members of my family would resist 
any alternative version from emerging. 

They’d remind me, in not-so-subtle ways, that I 
really wasn’t that good, that “so and so" was better 
than me, or that I should have done better. Even 
worse than that was how often they seemed to simply 
ignore me, treating me as if I was invisible. It seemed 
that any movement away from my family identity - no 
matter how good it appeared to be for me - was going 
to mean that I’d have to face the very difficult task of 
both working against what family membership 
required, while also struggling to face the challenge of 
creating a new identity able to be lived out more on my 
own terms. 

This is no easy journey! It has felt, at times, like 
traveling alone in the desert, sailing in uncharted 
waters or orbiting aimlessly among the stars. No mat¬ 
ter which metaphor, there I am and so too my family, 
struggling to find our individual and collective way. 

My relationship with Julia has moved me into new 
possibilities of relating to myself as both outside my 
family membership identity and within it, but in new 
ways. How was I going to take this significant event of 
my daughter’s birth (its complications and special 
needs) and relate with my family, myself, and with 
Julia in new ways where I could be freer to become 
who I knew I always could be? Julia, please show me 
the way!

* “Splash”: 1984. Rated PG. 


Tom Hanks stars alongside Daryl Hannah, John 
Candy, and Eugene Levy in this box-office smash 
about a hapless mermaid who becomes the object of 
a normal man’s love. 

Ron Howard directed this film that boasts not only 
one of Hanks’ earliest roles, but also one of Hannah’s 
earliest as well. Both leads play very well together and 
create an on-screen chemistry that singlehandedly 
carries this film over the threshold of mediocrity. 

The film combines elements of fantasy and come¬ 
dy and fuses these elements together to create a 
touching (albeit absurd) love story. Howard cleverly 
concocts a formula that causes audiences to simulta- 
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neously empathize with the plight of Hannah’s mer¬ 
maid in the real world, as well as Hanks’ heartache of 
being in love with a mermaid. 

This is a film that not only demonstrates an aptitude 
for creativity on the part of Howard’s direction, but also 
presents a winning on-screen duo with the pairing of 
Hanks and Hannah.

Well, you may 
want to watch this farce first! 

Tom Hanks and Shelley Long star with Maureen 
Stapleton and Joe Mantegna in this slapstick comedy 
(of sorts) about a couple’s nightmarish experience try¬ 
ing to repair a home that seems to fall apart faster 
than it can be repaired. 

Hanks and Long work well together as the unfortu¬ 
nate couple, but it is the comedy that keeps this film 
afloat.

Tom Hanks stars as a former baseball star who 
manages the team. His comedic nature, partnered 
with his deadly serious approach to acting, shines 
through as one of the many bright spots of the film. 
Other top-notch performances include those by (sur¬ 
prisingly) Madonna, Rosie O’Donnell, and Geena 
Davis. 

The film’s internal humor comes from the detailed 
characterizations. Each of the player’s personalties on 
an individual basis creates a great majority of the 
laughs.

Maple Syrup... 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me at P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

Maple syrup - here is a truly New England treat! 
Look for a working sugar house to visit. You may be 
able to have some syrup on snow and then finish with 
a pickle. 

Maple syrup, as you know, comes from the maple 
tree. The sap is boiled and reduced to the sweet con¬ 
fection that we crave. Pancakes, crepes, and Monte 
Christo sandwiches all benefit from maple syrup. Try 
adding syrup to sweet potato or squash dishes. 

My favorite way of having maple syrup is on fried 
cornmeal mush. Buy a good grade of cornmeal, then 
boil according to the package directions to make 
mush. Pour into a bread loaf pan to cool overnight in 
the fridge or out on the porch (if it is still cold enough). 


In the morning, remove from the pan and slice the 
mush about 3/4-inch thick. Dust in all-purpose flour 
(do not season the flour). Now, fry until browned in a 
heavy skillet. Serve with real maple syrup and hot 
mocha (that is a half-and-half blend of coffee and hot 
chocolate). 

A Monte Christo is a sandwich made with ham and 
turkey. Then you dunk the sandwich into an egg bat¬ 
ter like you were making French toast. Now, grill the 
sandwich (both sides). All ingrediants of the sandwich 
should be in the assembled version and ready to 
cook. Serve with a side of maple syrup. Real yummy! 

You can make crepes and serve with maple syrup 
instead of the traditional orange and walnut sauce. In 
Scandinavia, they serve crepes with a lingonberry but¬ 
ter and then dust with sugar. So use the maple syrup 
and make it American crepes. 

There was a little restaurant in West Springfield a 
few years ago called the Kozy Kitchen (on Union 
Street), and they made a real nice Monte Christo. Ask 
for it. I know you can get them at Partners on 
Springfield Street (tell Mark I sent you in for a Monte 
Christo). 

Here’s another interesting recipe; take acorn 
squash and cut in half. Clean out the center and add 
a couple of teaspoons of butter, a pinch of cinnamon, 



and a splash of maple syrup. Bake at 350 until squash 
is soft. 


For the best French toast you have ever had, try 
this. Make a loaf of this bread from Finland. To your 
regular bread dough, add two eggs, three tablespoons 
of butter, and a half tsp. of ground cardomom. Slice 
and dunk in an egg wash that has cinnamon, nutmeg, 
vanilla, and sugar added to the eggs. Use light cream 
instead of milk. After cooking, now add the maple 
syrup.

AHS Journalism I 
Class Recreates 
The Eighties

Under the guidance of Larry O'Brien, this semes¬ 
ter’s Journalism I class at Agawam High School has 
succeeded in recreating an era, specifically the 
1980's. 

By completing a simulated newspaper with a 
theme chosen by the class, Journalism I allows stu¬ 
dents to gain experience in writing, editing, proof¬ 
reading, and other skills used in the production of a 
newspaper. 

The class also prepares students for Journalism II, 
which produces The Mirror throughout the school 
year. Most, and possibly all, of the students who par¬ 
ticipated in this semester's journalism I class plan to 
continue their interest by taking Journalism II. 

The 1980’s newspaper was named The Big Hair 
Herald - “A Look at the 1980’s" and refers to bouffant 
hairstyles popular during that decade. Reading The 
Big Hair Herald is similar to scanning through “This 
Day In History” columns, except that an entire decade 
is recreated. 

From Aimee Beaudette’s “President shot in 
attempted assassination," to Katie Ludwig’s “The Wall 
of Memories,” to "Nation mourns loss of Challenger 
and its crew,” by Dave Rosenberg, the front page of 
The Big Hair Herald teases us with not just reminders 
of events during that era, but also with emotions asso- 
ciated with those memories. 

The reminder of Challenger's harrowing fate brings 
back intense grief and frustration, even to those who 
saw it only on television; the fact that engineers who 
tried to prevent the launch were overruled serves as 
another reminder of a fact capable of stirring up 
intense emotions of helplessness and horror. 

From Katie Ludwig’s “The Wall of Memories,” the 
reader might for the first time learn the history of the 
Vietnam Memorial Wall. Aimee Beaudette’s “Pre¬ 
sident shot in attempted assassination" gives an 
accurate and succinct description of the shooting of 
Ronald Reagan while successfully protraying his 
sense of humor through quotes to the doctor (“Please 
tell me you’re a Republican”) and to his wife, Nancy 
(“Honey, I forgot to duck.") 

Stacy Hopkins writes “Smoking in the courtyard,” a 
look at changing regulations regarding smoking in the 
AHS courtyard. There are also some editorial views 
found in The Mirror during the eighties about the feel¬ 
ings of non-smokers trying to enjoy fresh air while sur¬ 
rounded by smokers, and the law which makes smok¬ 
ing illegal on any public grounds. 

Becky Carey visits The Mirror of 1988 in “It was 
only supposed to be a few people - a small party, 
nothing major.” This editorial opens with “So your 
‘rents are going out of town, you’re thinking, ‘What the 
hell, all my friends have parties and nothing has ever 
happened to them.’” At first glance, once might think 
that ‘rents refer to someone's tenants - until some 
vague recollection from the eighties serves as a 
reminder that ‘rents are pa-rents. 

Becky researches the topic of parties, investigating 
rules and requirements of hotels as possible party 
sites. Her satire of a party’s aftermath - “your mailbox 
is in your living room, your dog is drunk...” - precedes 
the results of a poll in which, out of 157 people, 96% 
said they go to parties and only 36% would ever give 
one. Becky concludes that the quality of a party 
depends on one thing: how drunk your friends get. 

Curtis Miarecki writes a most unusual piece, “Berlin 
Wall falls, world in danger again,” in which he sup¬ 
ports the position that historically, Germany has tried 
to take over Europe whenever it has been a united

country. The Berlin Wall’s removal has meant joy for 
many and a great blow to Communism in Eastern 
Europe, but Miarecki presents an alternate viewpoint, 
suggesting that "a unified Germany ... is a threat to 
peace around the world.” 

From the Berlin Wall’s being torn down to the death 
of John Lennon, The Big Hair Herald reminds the 
reader of a surprising number of events: Pete Rose’s 
1985 breaking of Ty Cobb’s record; Roger Clemens’ 
(“The Rocket") breaking the major league record for 
strikeouts in a nine-inning game, with 20 against the 
Seattle Mariners; the 1987 NFL strike (second in five 
years!); the personal interviews with people who 
could be trusted to give reliable descriptions of the 
1980's; and several movie and music reviews. 

The Big Hair Herald staff deserves to be com¬ 
mended for their successful recreation of the eighties 
era: Advisor - Mr. Larry O’Brien; Editor-In-Chief - 
Aimee Beaudette; Associate Editor - Alex Simmons; 
Secretary - Kelly Doyle; News Editor - Becky Berta; 
Feature Editor - Becky Carey; Entertainment Editor - 
Stacy Hopkins; Sports Editor - Vicky Taylor; 
Sachem/MIRROR Editor - Joel Howe; Computer 
Editor - Dave Rosenberg; Staff Writers - Rob Cullen, 
Curtis Miarecki, Ryan McGurn, Katie Ludwig, Kat 
Walsh, Cori Verteramo, and Tara Witte. 

The Big Hair Herald should be recommended read¬ 
ing for anyone who wishes to bring back the events of 
those times, written as if they were occurring in the 
present. Dave Rosenberg described the experience 
of researching his stories as highly educational. “I 
used the Internet and the school library for reference 
materials. I looked up some information in the ency¬ 
clopedia, too.” 

Joel Howe told us, “The whole class voted on the 
theme of the paper and then voted on who the editors 
would be.” Howe interviewed a neighbor for back¬ 
ground on the eighties. 

Throughout most of Journalism I, the class was not 
sure what to call their upcoming newspaper, but when 
Becky Berta suggested The Big Hair Herald , it was 
voted in. She said, “We all learned something about 
the eighties through this project. I have more respect 
for journalists now, too.” 

Tara Witte added, “It was a good learning experi¬ 
ence; it’s not often that we have to work under our 
peers.” 

Dave Rosenberg described the experience as 
“good preparation for Journalism II because we got to 
learn a lot about how it works and how to write arti¬ 
cles.” 

Kelly Doyle said it was “fun to do the paper. I 
learned a lot about newspapers." 

O’Brien gave a lot of credit to Kelly for her help in 
recording each story. “She did a great job keeping 
track of the topics being covered and who was cover¬ 
ing each story. I think Aimee Beaudette did a really 
good job, too. She took the paper to The Agawam 
Advertiser News and was in charge of the final layout. 

“All the editors proofread the copy. Alex Simmons, 
Associate Editor, was another big help,” continued 
O’Brien. 

Joel Howe did not want the role of editor 
(Sachem/MIRROR archivist) at first. “But after a 
while," he remarked, “it became more fun. I admit, I 
really liked the power. It was tough deciding which 
stories to run, but a few stood out. Deadlines were a 
challenge, too.” 

Becky Berta found many news events of the eight¬ 
ies interesting. “There were many events I did not 
know about until this class.” 

As Advisor, O’Brien determined the various sec¬ 
tions that would appear in the newspaper. The class 
elected the editors, the editors drafted a proposed list 
of topics, and the students chose the stories they 
* found most interesting. 

“I want to recognize Vickie Taylor for her job as 
Sports Editor. She did a great job,” commented 
O’Brien, adding, “Stacy Hopkins also did very well as 
entertainment editor. Actually, all of the editors did a 
great job. They pulled the paper together and made it 
look professional." 

Becky Berta added, “We want to thank Mr. O'Brien 
for all his help, and The Agawam Advertiser News for 
publishing The Big Hair Herald ."

Don’t Let The Balloon Pop! 

“Judy,” said a teacher who had come into my office, 
“you really must see Barbara. She has missed a lot of 
school. She doesn’t feel well. She’s fidgety in class. I 
mean, something is going on and I just don’t know 
what!!!" 

Well, I had noticed that Barbara had missed a lot of 
school and I had tried reaching one of her parents to 
find out the reason. Looking at the attendance sheet 
for today, I saw that she was in school, so I sent her a 
pass. 

Soon, I heard a throat being cleared. Looking up, I 
saw Barbara looking a little pale and forlorn. I invited 
her in and offered her a seat. “So, how’s it going?" I 
gotta tell you, she didn’t blink. She looked straight at 
me and said, "Fine.” 

Clearly, it didn’t take a rocket scientist to figure out 
that this gal just wasn’t going to let me in very easily. 
“Really?” I queried. “You could have fooled me. I 
mean, I took out the attendance sheet and noticed 
that you’ve missed many days. Reports cards came 
out and I noticed that your grades have fallen and 
then to top it off, you really look pale. Care to make 
any kind of comment?” I asked, peering at her. 

I could see her wheels turning. Should she spill the 
beans or not?

game for a while. I chased her for the answers and 
she skillfully retreated.

I didn’t want to pounce on her and shut 
her off again, since this was probably the method 
used by her parents. 

Gently, I began to probe. I found out that Barbara’s 
parents were going through a difficult time in their 
marriage. Dad had lost his job and Mom was con¬ 
stantly upset. Yet, it seemed that they didn’t yell at 
each other; rather, they yelled at Barbara. Barbara 
told me they were shocked when she finally left to stay 
at her grandparents’ home. I mean, Barbara usually 
just would take their verbal abuse. They were not 
used to her taking a stand. 

Thinking about everything she told me, I started to 
explain to her what I thought about the whole sce¬ 
nario. From Barbara’s account, her parents were 
upset with each other and this frustration had to come 
out, so they vented and Barbara was the target of this. 
When they would vent, Barbara would be mute and 
must take their barbs. I told Barbara that I thought that 
was why she developed stomach aches. 

She would be upset from their yelling, but because 
she did not yell back at them, her anger would 
become internalized and her stomach would begin to 
hurt. I told her that she should think of a balloon. “You 
know, if you keep blowing into the balloon, it will even¬ 


tually pop ... and that, Barbara, is what’s happening to 
you. You have not been able to let out any of that hot 
air, so you’re bursting at the seams and your stomach 
ache is the result.” 

I then went on to tell her that I felt she did not 
respond to her parents because she just hoped by not 
saying anything, they would stop yelling and finally 
leave her alone. You know, if you’re quiet and invisi¬ 
ble, no one will notice you and pick on you. 

We continued to discuss my ideas and what 
Barbara should do. By staying with her grandparents, 
Barbara wasn’t accomplishing anything. She was run¬ 
ning away from her troubles, not facing them. I told 
her to go to a restaurant with her folks. They couldn’t 
yell at her there and would have to listen to her. Or 
perhaps she could write them letters telling them how 
she feels. Whatever she chose to do, she had to 
choose to air her feelings, to vent. Without that, her 
balloon would surely pop. 

Moreover, I reinforced that she, Barbara, should 
not blame herself for not being confrontational. After 
all, that’s a hard thing to do and she had taken a 
stance by leaving. However, now that she could look 
at things with a little more perspective, she must 
return home and share her thoughts. After all, without 
sharing, there was no way her parents would know 
how she was feeling. In fact, by not sharing, she was 
allowing her parents’ actions to continue. 

I don’t know what will happen to Barbara. It 
depends if she can really step forward and talk to her 
folks. It depends, too, if her folks will listen. I do know 
that her physical ailments will continue unless she is 
able to get her frustrations out. Gradually, the air (her 
feelings) must come out of the balloon, or it will con¬ 
tinue to expand and eventually pop.

Gilbert Is “King Of The Hill” At All-State 
Wrestling Tournament In Franklin, MA

Besides being the All-Western Mass, champ at 140 
pounds, Agawam High wrestler Aaron Gilbert is also 
the All-State king for the 2000-2001 season. 

According to the senior, it was a tour de force on his 
way to the crown, which was held in Franklin, Mass. 

“My first match of the day was against Mark Buzzel 
from Quabog Regional. I’d beaten him, 8-1, at the 
Milford Tournament. But this was a lot tougher,” he 
said of his 4-3 win. 

“I’d eaten bacon and eggs for breakfast, which - I 
found out - was not a good thing to do. All match long, 
my stomach was all over the place. But I pulled it out," 
Gilbert told us. 

His second match saw him up against Division II 
State champ Brandon Douglas of North Andover. 

“We only have 45 minutes between matches in the 
All-States. I drank some flat Coca-Cola and did some 
other things, which fortunately settled my stomach." 

Gilbert took an early lead on a takedown, then 
wrestled defensively the rest of the way for a 3-1 win.

It was on to the semi-finals, where he met Division 
III champ Mike Fitzgerald of Canton High. Gilbert pre¬ 
vailed, 5-3, on a near fall after a takedown (along with 
an escape thrown in for good measure). 

Bill Murray of Central Catholic was Gilbert’s oppo¬ 
nent in the finals. It was another gut-check for the 
Brownie, so to speak. 

Murray, the Division I State champion, had beaten 
Gilbert, 5-4, in overtime a week earlier. 

It was 0-0 after one. Murray managed an escape in 
the second to lead, 1-0. 

Gilbert escaped in the third and added a takedown 
for his 3-1 win. 

Gilbert became the first Agawam wrestler in the 
storied history of the sport at the school to win an All- 
State title. 

And he’s not done. 

This weekend, Gilbert will participate in the New 
England Championship at Pinkerton Academy in 
Derry, New Hampshire.

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Season Review Of Indoor Track Program... 

Several Agawam High 
Fare Well At State 


School Athletes 
Track Meet

In their first season of indoor track, Agawam High 
did very well on both the girls’ (7-1, second in Western 
Mass.) and the boys’ (5-3) side. 

Coach Dan Pryce wasn’t sure it would work until he 
saw the people in charge of the overall picture: ‘‘You 
know, it’s like anything new. You have your doubts.” 

But senior Steve Atkinson’s granddad (who is a 
track coach at Southwick High) and AHS’s assistant 
track Coach Rebecca Brown’s husband, Dee (who 
kept all of the Brownies’ stats), were instrumental in 
the success of the venue. 

Logistical problems were solved as things went 
along, according to the coach. "The people in charge 
were very good at that. As a result, the length of the 
meets diminished, which was one of our biggest initial 
problems.” 

Agawam brought a representative group of athletes 
to the States last weekend in Boston. “I felt the kids 
did well for their first season,” Pryce noted. 

On the boys’ side, freshman Chris Tedone finished 
11th in the 300 meters. Senior Steve Messina took an 
eighth-place spot in the 55 meters. 

The girls saw sophomore Kaitlin Sardella (after 
being seeded last in the 1,000 meters) improve her 
season-best time by 6-1/2 seconds (3:19.9) to finish 
11th. She was fourth in her heat. 

Andrea Babbin, another sophomore, took a 15th in 
the long jump. 

The coach felt sophomore shot putter Christine 


McGarvine got a raw deal in that event, as did others. 
“The judge wouldn’t give a kid a score if they didn’t 
throw a certain distance. So Christine got robbed,” he 
said. 

There were kids who surprised the coach some¬ 
what. Among them were McGarvine and sophomore 
hurdler Heather Cox. “Heather specializes in the pole 
vault. But we don’t have that event indoors because 
the mat won’t fit in and the runway is too short. So, 
Heather said she’d try the hurdles and took a full sec¬ 
ond off her time by the end of the season.” 

Pryce noted that Sardella (the WMass. 1,000- 
meter champ) and sophomore Danielle Cirillo (who 
also qualified for the States) impressed in their 
events. 

For the boys, freshman Randy Carlton - who had 
never run track before - was a pleasant surprise. 
“Randy came in and said he could do anything. We let 
him run in the 4 x 400 relay, the 600, and the 1,000, 
which he did with success," Pryce said. 

Other pleasant surprises included junior Matt 
Picard and freshman Pete Midura in the shot put. 

The coach also addressed the absence of junior 
star Kelly Cassidy. She missed the indoor season with 
a severe knee injury. “Right there, with her talents in 
several events, we missed 20 or more points a meet. 
That hurts," he admitted. 

As for Cassidy’s availability this spring, Pryce had 
this to say: “We hope to get Kelly into the discus. 


She’ll throw out of a standing position instead of a 
spin, which will put a minimum of stress on the knee. 
Kelly has never thrown the discus. But we’re cau¬ 
tiously optimistic that with her competitiveness, she’ll 
help us there.” 

Practice for the outdoor season begins on March 
19th, with the first meet scheduled for April 9th. The 
Brownie girls will come in this season as a contender, 
although Cathedral will be the definite frontrunner. 

The coach compared the two seasons. “Indoor 
track is very different. You don't have the wind to con¬ 
tend with. It can be cold, hot, or rainy. The track has 
less turns, which changes your running strategy,” 
Pryce remarked, then added, “Certain events aren’t in 
the outdoor season, like the 1,000 or the 400 meters. 
The 800 and 200 meters will replace them. And it’s a 
lot harder to move up than down.” 

Also, he noted that the 55-meter run won’t be held 
outdoors. “One thing indoor track definitely does in get 
you in shape for the outdoor season,” Pryce stated 
with a smile. 

Numbers have always been a problem on the boys’ 
side. But the coach feels that due to their indoor suc¬ 
cess, they’ll get enough recruits to be competitive 
once outside. The girls have no such problem. 

“It looks right now like we’ll have around 115 to 125 
coming out. That will mean more kids than we’ve ever 
had. But it will be a good problem to have,” concluded 
Pryce.
